Thompson seemed inclined to believe 
there was nothing ‘mysterious about 
his sister’s death. He was unable, how- 
ever, to. throw any light upon the an- 
tecendents of Alfred Nichols ‘of Omaha, 
Neb:, who was found the'same room 
with his sister at the Grand avenue 
rooming house. He was inclined to be- 
lieve, however, that the two had taken 
poison together in a suicide pact. 

“Took None of Her Money.” 

“There is less than $13,000 left of 
my sister's estate,” Thompson said. 
“In. spite of all the rumors, I aid 
not take any of her money with me 
when I left Chicago, last Monday. 

“The $13,000 is in an equity in a 
large holding of reaf estate in Louis- 
ville. She deeded that equity to me 
some time before her death. But not 
as a gift, for I paid fier fully for it, 
ifi fact, more than it was worth. 

“My sole reason for leaving Chicago 
so suddenly was to get my mother back 
home to Julesburg as quickly as it 
could be done. She was taken violent- 
ly ill right after my sister’s death, and 
the scandal and publicity that devel- 
oped in Chicago over the affair was too 
much for her. | 

Unaware Coroner Wanted Him. 

“1 did not Rhow that the coroner at 
Chicago wanted me, or of course I 
would not have left that city. 

“A deputy coroner took a statement 
from my mother, and it seemed that 
was all he needed for the inquest. He 
told my mother we would not be needed 
further. 

“Who Nichols was, or what his rela- 
tions with my sister were in Chicago 
I have not the slightest idea. Neither 
my mother nor myself ever met him, 
and we don’t even know how hie 
Ursula had known him. 

“]I do not believe that Nichols mur- 
dered my sister and then committed 
suicide himself. I do not think he 
tried to kill her for her money, be- 
cause she really did not have any. It 
undoubtedly was a suicide pact. 

Girl Ii fer Six Months. 


“My sister had been ill for more 
than six months and was unable to 
get any better. I visited her in New 
York City last summer—in July, I be- 
liev nd again # month later in 
Phi phia. She was ill all the time 
and at the later date seemed to be 
growing desperately despondent. I am 
more inclined to believe that she took 
her own life than that she was killed 
by another. 

“TI do not. what became of 
the more thes $13,000 that I paid 
her. Probably she spent it during 
her last days in Chicago. She was 
used to experna#ive living and had for- 
merly been an actress. 

“J am more than anxious to have 
the whole matter cleared up once and 
for all. If I have to go buck to 
Chicago, I can do so, but I feel that 
I should stay here in Julesburg until 
my mother can regain her health.” 

Chieago detectives have been making 
investigations in Louisville since the 
death of Mrs. Rogers, but their in- 
quiries ended there yesterday and they 
are on their way back to Chicago. It 
is not believed they learned much. 

The Louisville Trust company, which 
handled the Louisville property of 
Mrs. Thompson, says that she had 
transferred from $150,000 to $200,000 
a her Louisville estate to her brother 
in the last six months.

House Begins Work on 
Bill Next Week. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., Jan. 25.—[Spe- 
cial.]}—A definite program for soldiers’ 
bonus legislation began to assume 
shape today, notwithstanding Secre- 
tary of the Treasury Mellon’s warning 


that it will mean additional taxation.

house and should be pressed at once. 
Representative Fordney of Michi- 
gan, chairman of the ways and means 
committee, announced that the com- 
mittee probably would begin work on 
a bonus bill next week. He said he 
is delaying action until the foreign 
loan refunding bill, which may be 
passed by the senate this week, is out 
of the way. | 


Conference on Bonus Tonight. 


Republican members of the house 
will hold a conference tomorrow night 
on the question of bonus legislation. 
They are expected to declare r 
bonus legislation and recommend that 
the ways and means committee begin 
work at once and that as soon as the 
bill is reported from the committee it 
be given precedence in the house. 

Opposition by Secretary Mellon to 
the use of either interest or principal 
of foreign loans in the payment of a 
bonus gave a decided impetus to the 
movement for the imposition of some 
form of sales tax.

A BONUS PLAN WOULD BE 
BETTER THAN A PROTEST. 


Soldiers’ bonus legislation has been indorsed in 
‘principle by President Harding, by a large group 
of United States senators and representatives, by 
& vast majority of the 4,000,000 American world 
war veterans, by innumerable civilian organiza- 
tions, arid, we believe, by the majority of Ameri- 
can citizens whose homes, lives, institutions, and 
property these soldiers defended ‘at the risk cf 
their own lives and at the sacrifice of their own 
material prosperity. It is virtually assured. 

Secretary Mellon’s statement that $850,000,000 
“burdensome additional taxation” will be required 
in the next two years to finance the initial pay- 
ments of a bonus and that “the taxes already in 
force are too onerous for the country’s good ” there- 
fore appears in the light of opposition to a project 
morally approved. It was such opposition, extend 
ed through the President, that postponed passage 
of the bonus bill a year ago. It should not again 


prevent settlement of the country’s just debt to the 
nation’s defenders. 


Instead of opposing the bonus by pointing out} 


the burdens and difficulties of financing it, Mr. 
Mellon would do better to seek, find, and suggest 
methods of raising the money. Payments of debts 
are always irksome. But that does not relieve the 
Obligation of the debtor. It merely forces him to 
extraordinary efforts, and perhaps to sacrifice, to 
raise the funds. That is the necessity confronting 


As secretary of the treasury it is not Mr. Mel- 
lon’s duty so much to point out the difficulty of 
his position as to seek means for relieving such 
difficulty. It is, of course, within his rights to 
oppose waste and unnecessary expenditure, but 
once an expenditure is authorized, as the bonus 
will be authorized, .he should be prepared with an 
adequate program for providing the wherewithal 

His comments on the expense of the proposed 
bonus indicate not only that he is not so prepared 
but that he is not preparing. His statement that 
European debts cannot be safely or properly used 
@s a source of the necessary funds “undoubtedly is 
correct. But that very point would seem to “Tile 
it more incumbent upon him to seek other methods. 
Mr. Melion ts an able man. If he goes to work at 
the task now instead of attempting to scare the 
country away from the paying of just obligations 
he probably will have a concrete, practical, and 
generally acceptable program ready by the time 
the bonus is authorized. Let it be soon. ,

TO MR. OLANDER. 
Chicago, Jan. 18.—In this column ot 
THE Tripune Jar. 17 there appeared a 
“ Labor and State Police" article by Vic- 
tor A. Olander. I desire brief space in 
reply. First, I know the state police sys- 
tem thoroughly, therefore know what I 
am talking about. And to a man of my 
experience the statements of Mr. Olan- 
der are known to be so ridiculously false 
‘that the wonder is how he’ could utter 
them. 

State police organizations do not place 
any state under martial law, but, quite 
to the contrary, they keep peace through- 
out their respéctive states. The Illinois 
or Dunlap-Castle bill, with which I am 
familiar in detail, proposes a force pat- 
terned after the Pennsylvania state po- 
lice, the New York state troopers, and 
Michigan state police. These organiza- 
tions have proven their value in the pre- 
vention of crime, apprehension and ar- 
rest of criminals, and in the enforce- 
ment of law. hot 
The idea that men who enlist as troop- 
ers do not have any ties is an unreason- 
able statement, but they do not have any 
political ties, if that is what he means. 
The men will be appointed only after 
they have passed most severe tests, phys- 
ical and mental. So far as Mr. Olander's 
claim goes, that the superintendent is 
appointed for life, there is no such state- 
ment or suggestion written into the bil. 
It simply provides for proper reasons for. 
discharge and to keep politics out. He 
can be discharged for cause and the su- 
perintendent can discharge a trooper who 
fails to conform to the rules and regula- 
tions. Certain niembers of the last leg- 
islature did not like the bill because it 
provided for no patronage (there are no 


|} snap jobs In state police organizations), 


and yet they know themselves that ineffi- 
ciency in all our municipal police organi- 
gations is due to political control. 

That part of Mr. Olander’s article re- 
lating to the powers of the proposed IIli- 
nois state police is ridiculous; the bill 
plainly states their power. The officers 
or men of the force will not encroach 
upon the territory of county or municipal 
authorities unless called in by those same 
authorities. But if a holdup is committed 
in Oak Park, for instance, the call for 
state police would find immediate re- 
sponse—for they would undertake to 
close all avenues of escape as quickly as 
possible. State police are at the beck 
and call of any citizen, day or night; but 
if a call is made for assistance which is 
the duty cf. local officers to render the 
troopers do not enter the town until they 
are in touch with local police officials. 

In support of my statement that I know 
what I am talking about; I have been 
in mounted police service for fifteen 
years, served three years in the army, of 
which nineteen months was overseas, and 
now I enjoy the opportunity to keep up 
my studies and in touch with state police 
organizations, for I am identified with 
the state police auxiliary committee.

Variations of Corn Muffins. 


formula for our corn muffins and then 
do some embroidering upon it, to suit 
different tastes. Here it is: One cup of 
cornmeal, one-half cup of wheat flour, 
two eggs, one-half teaspoon of salt, 
one teaspoon .of baking powder. 


the colder the’milk is the better—then 
stir sifted dry ingredients into the 
wet, and finally beat whites fill stiff 
and fold into the mixture. Fill into 
hot, well buttered gem pans, and bake 
in a hot oven twenty minutes. 

These will be crusty, and if baked in 
rather large gem pans will be rather 
creamy, but in the tiny ones they will 
be about half crisp delicious crust. 

Note the one teaspoon of baking 
‘powder, where some people would use 
three. One teaspoon is all that is 
needed, with the two eggs, and more 
tends to make the muffins dry and 
disagreeable. In baking in large gem 
pans do not try to have a muffin thick 
or high. It will then have too much 
crumb, whether it is stiff and crumbly
